The tax is assessed upon the value 


of the capital investment of the rail- 
roads in the state. The rate of tax 
is 50c per $1,000 after deduction of 
the legal exemption of $1,000.

tax for the- year 1922 also will be 
laid soon, adding quite materially to 
the above amount. 


Formerly Declared Invalid 


Two previous assessments of the 


state capitol stock tax made against 
these companies have been declared 
invalid 
and 
void 
by the United 


States Supreme Court. 


In the first assessment, the capitol 


investments of the railroads of the 
state was found by applying to the 
gross market value of the stocks and 
bonds of the company the proportion 
of the North Daokta single track 
mileage to the total single track 
mileage of the system. The United 
States Supreme Court held that fail- 
ure to deduct the value of securities 
and other nonoperating property in- 
validated the assessment and that 
apportionment on a mileage basis 
assigned 
a greater 
valuation to 


North Dakota than was proper. They 
held that the method of taxation was 
an unwarranted interference 
Tith 


interstate commerce and a taki „ of 
property without due process of la f 


Is the second assessment the cap- 


ital investment of the railroads in 
North Dakota was found by taking 
such proportion of the outstanding 
stocks and bonds of the railroad rep- 
resenting operating railway property 
as the value of North Dakota pro- 
perty bore to the total system.

statute did not authorize or sanc- 
tion.

that during the period of the gov- 
ernment control, they vere a part of 
the government, and therefore could 
not be assessed with an excise tax.

At 
Livingston and Bozeman spur trails 
run down ' to Yellowstone National 
Park. From Bozeman the main trail 
turns north and travels by the way 
of .Missoula and Spokane to Seattle. 
Thence south through Washington 
and Oregon to Crater Lake Park 
and Ashland, near the northern bor- 
der of California.
